A 6' steel fence post is shown at this corner on a survey by Edmund Farkas dated 4/13/1990 and recorded in Survey Cabinet S, 
Envelope 1 as Instrument Number 00305139. On a survey dated 6/9/1993, on file as RSIDO00849, Mike Arena found an iron pin 
that, based on the provided distances, we presume to be the 1/2" rebar with Farkas cap. Arena accepted the monument as on the 
north/south center of Section 36, but 3.95 north of the Township line. On a survey dated 11/5/1993, on file as RSIDO00399, Douglas 
Curry accepted the 1/2" rebar. The Farkas rebar was also accepted by Eric Deckard on a survey dated 4/19/2004, recorded in 
Survey Cabinet S, envelope 223 as Instrument Number 2005014275.
